How  is  Hanukkah  celebrated? 

The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for 
eight  days,  beginning  with  the  25th  day  of  the 
month  of  Kislev.  This  year  Hanukkah  begins  on 
Saturday  night,  December  7  and  continues  un¬ 
til  sundown  on  Sunday,  December  15. 

On  each  of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle  the  lights 
in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukkiah,  to  commemorate 
the  miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews  over  the 
Syrian  Greeks  during  the  second  century  B.C.E. 
In  the  Talmud  the  Rabbis  tell  a  story  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  the  victory  on  the  battlefield.  A  small 
cruse  of  oil  was  found  when  the  Temple  was 
rededicated  which  miraculously  lasted  for  eight 
days.  Just  as  a  small  amount  of  oil  cast  a  great 
deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews  stand  against 
the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order  to  preserve 
their  faith. 

How  are  the  Hanukkah  lights  kindled?  A 
candelabrum  is  used  —  Note:  the  Sisterhood 
Gift  Shop  has  many  varied  and  beautiful 
menorahs  for  sale  which  are  suitable  for  use  on 
this  joyous  holiday!  —  which  has  places  for  eight 
lights,  in  addition  to  a  place  for  a  ninth  light

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Few  Against  Many 

When  we  light  the  first  Hanukkah  light  this 
year  on  Saturday  night,  December  7, 1  shall  be 
thinking  of  the  few  in  ancient  times  who  achiev¬ 
ed  victory  over  the  many.  A  handful  of  Jews 
defeated  the  mighty  forces  of  a  Syrian  Greek 
army.  Jewish  independence  was  established  in 
the  second  century  B.C.E.  against  overwhelm¬ 
ing  odds.  If  numbers  mattered,  there  would  have 
been  no  victory  for  the  Maccabees. 

If  numbers  had  mattered.  Think  of  the  forum 
of  nations  today.  If  Israel’s  existence  depended 
on  the  number  of  its  supporters,  where  would 
Israel  be?  Take  a  vote  in  the  United  Nations  and 
reason  can  be  turned  on  its  head,  Zionism  can 
be  termed  racism,  wrong  can  be  voted  right. 

If  numbers  were  all  that  mattered,  where 
would  the  Soviet  Jewish  prisoners  of  conscience 
get  their  hopes?  Where  would  Soviet  Jewry 
derive  its  strength  to  oppose  the  strong  bear  of 
the  Soviet  state?  It  seems  like  a  fight  against  im¬ 
possible  odds:  powerful  commissars  and  a 
police  state  with  awesome  military  power.  Who 
in  his  right  mind  could  oppose  such  might? 

Jews,  of  course.  For  to  us,  opposing  injustice 
is  nothing  new.  When  you  look  back  to  the  story 
of  the  Maccabees,  you  know  that  your  battle  will 
not  be  the  first.  If  you  are  the  few  fighting  the 
many,  why  it  has  been  done  before! 

Let  us  remember  Soviet  Jews.  Let  us 
remember  Israel  and  its  ongoing  struggle.  Let 
us  cling  ever  more  tenaciously  to  our  collective 
hopes  and  aspirations  even  if  the  majority 
doesn’t  agree.  The  lights  of  Hanukkah  can 
dissolve  a  great  deal  of  darkness  this  year,  as 
in  years  gone  by.

called  the  shamash.  Generally  wax  candles  are 
used,  although  some  menorahs  are  made  to  be 
used  with  olive  oil  and  a  wick.  On  the  first  eve¬ 
ning,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on  the  right  side 
of  the  menorah.  Then  on  each  succeeding  night, 
a  candle  is  added  to  the  left.  The  shamash  is 
lit  first  and  the  proper  blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvotav  v’tzivanu 
Htadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy  through  His 
commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Hanukkah  light. 

Then, 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  ba-yamim 
ha-hem  baz-man  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  Sheheheyanu  is  added: 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu  v’hee-gee- 
anu  lazman  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sustained 
us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

and  then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  eve¬ 
ning’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the 
left  with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for 
the  new  day  and  continues  by  moving  on  to  the 
right.  On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are 
lit  after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  kindled. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 
practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God’s 
deliverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  attention  should 
be  paid  to  the  children’s  involvement  in  kindling 
the  lights.  In  many  families  more  than  one 
menorah  is  lit,  the  children  lighting  their  own. 
Many  customs  have  become  identified  with 
Hanukkah  in  addition  to  the  kindling  of  the 
menorah,  which  greatly  adds  to  the  festivities. 
Parties  —  and  everyone  should  come  to  the  par¬ 
ties  at  the  synagogue  —  with  good  food,  sing¬ 
ing,  dancing  and  lighting  of  candles.  Latkes 
(potato  pancakes)  are  a  traditional  food,  while 
in  Israel,  sufganiyot  (doughnuts)  have  become 
a  custom.  Both  are  cooked  in  oil,  one  of  the  ma¬ 
jor  symbols  of  Hanukkah.  Children  enjoy  play¬ 
ing  with  the  dreidel  (a  four  sided  top  with  four 
letters  on  it:  nun,  gimel,  heh  and  shin).  The  let¬ 
ters  on  the  dreidel  are  interpreted  to  mean  Nes 
Gadol  Hayah  Sham  — ”a  great  miracle  happen¬ 
ed  there”. 

And  here  in  the  United  States,  Hanukkah  has 
become  an  occasion  to  exchange  gifts,  especially 
for  the  children.

Scholar-In-Residence 
At  Shabbaton 

Dr.  Yosef  Hayim  Yerushalmi,  Salo  Wittmayer 
Baron  Professor  of  Jewish  History,  Culture  and 
Society  and  Director  of  the  Center  for  Israel  and 
Jewish  Studies  at  Columbia  University,  will  be 
the  Scholar-In-Residence  at  the  Shabbaton, 
January  17  and  18,  1986. 

A  Shabbaton  is  an  intense  experience  in 
Jewish  living  within  the  context  of  traditional 
Shabbat  observance.  It  begins  Friday  evening 
with  services  which  are  followed  by  a  traditional 
Shabbat  dinner.  Shabbat  lunch  follows  Shabbat 
morning  services  and  an  afternoon  study  ses¬ 
sion  precedes  the  Havdalah  service  which  con¬ 
cludes  the  Shabbaton  at  sundown. 

Dr.  Yerushalmi  will  deliver  the  Dorothy  Tager 
Lectures  on  “Spanish  Jewry:  Patterns  of  Jewish 
Identity"  during  the  Shabbaton.  He  will  explore 
two  different  aspects  of  the  Spanish  Jewish  past, 
each  seen  as  an  indication  of  recurring  patterns 
in  Jewish  life.  An  outstanding  Jewish  scholar. 
Dr.  Yerushalmi  will  deliver  a  lecture  on 
“Underground  Judaism:  The  Religion  of  the 
Marranos”  on  Friday  evening  following  the  Fri¬ 
day  night  meal  and  on  Saturday  afternoon  on 
“Spain  from  the  Early  Nineteenth  Century  to 
Today”. 

A  native  New  Yorker,  he  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  Salo  Baron  at  Columbia  University  in 
1966.  For  the  next  14  years  he  taught  at  Har¬ 
vard,  rising  through  the  ranks  to  become  Jacob 
E.  Safra  Professor  of  Jewish  History  and 
Sephardic  Civilization  and  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Near  Eastern  Languages  and 
Civilizations. 

He  has  written  numerous  monographs  and  is 
the  author  of  From  Spanish  Court  to  Italian 
Ghetto,  Haggadah  and  History,  The  Lisbon 
Massacre  of  1506,  and,  most  recently,  Zakhor: 
Jewish  History  and  Jewish  Memory,  which  won 
the  1983  National  Jewish  Book  Award  for 
history. 

Professor  Yerushalmi  is  a  Fellow  of  the 
American  Academy  for  Jewish  Research  and, 
in  1977,  was  a  Fellow  of  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  for  the  Humanities.  In  1976  he  was  award¬ 
ed  the  Newman  Medal  for  Distinguished 
Achievement  by  CUNY.  He  was  a  Rockefeller 
Fellow  in  the  Humanities  during  1983-84  and 
in  1985  he  was  elected  to  honorary  membership 
in  the  Portugese  Academy  of  History  in  Lisbon. 
Dr.  Yerushalmi’s  participation  in  the  Shabbaton 
is  made  possible  by  the  Dorothy  Tager  Educa¬ 
tion  Fund.  This  fund,  which  sponsors  the 
Dorothy  Tager  Lectures,  is  a  living  memorial 
to  Dorothy  Tager,  who  was  an  active  participant 
in  the  Adult  Education  Program  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.
